NEW YORK PLANS 

TO RAZE BUILDINGS 
FOR SCRAP METAL 


NEW YORK, Sept: 23 (AP).— 
Preliminary steps .to demolish 
some of: New York’s outmoded or 
vacant buildings—including a five- 
million-dollar structure—to obtain 
scrap metal, were taken today by 
Park Commissioner Robert. Moses 
and the newly established Federal 
salvage agency, War Materials, Inc. 

Moses said plans were well ad- 
vanced to obtain scrap from thou- 
sands of idle structures, including 
old tenements. 

Among the large buildings which 
probably will go. according to the 
City Housing Commission, is a 22- 
story untenanted building in the 
West End avenue residential sec- 
tion which is expected to swell the 
scrap collection by 1500 tons. More 
than five million dollars was put 
into its construction by a gfoup 
of doctors who hoped to erect a 
private hospital, but they failed to 
complete it and the city took it 
over in lieu of taxes. The building 
is known as Hudson Towers. | 

Two privately owned brewery 
buildings also are high on the

(The Italian cornmunique yester- 
day said that the Gialo garrison 
had repulsed an attack “by su- 
perior mechanized enemy forces” 
at dawn of Sept. 16 and that the 
British had withdrawn toward the 
south only on Monday, six days 
later, when an Axis motorized col- 
umn approached, apparently to re- 
lieve the garrison.) 

U. S. Planes Raid 
Heavy bombers of the United 
States Army Air Force scored di- 
rect hits on two ships of which one 
exploded and the other burst 
aflame in a dusk attack yesterday 
on Bengasi.

The blade of the hatchet, which 
was lying under Mrs. Nash’s body, 
was clean, as if it had been wiped 
off, the Coroner said. 

Note in Car Window.

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Steel Output Will Be Five 
Million Tons Less Than 
Capacity, Purchasing 
Agents Here Are Told. 


The urgent need for scrap iron, 
leading to special collection cam- 
paigns throughout the country, was 
described by George S. Rose, sec- 
retary of the American Iron ‘and 
Steel Institute, in an address last 
night before the St. Louis Purchas- 
ing Agents’ Association at Hotel 
Coronado. 

A plentiful supply of scrap for 
remelting vastly increases the ca- 
pacity of the steel mills to produce 
ingots. and plates from which the 
implements of war are fashioned, 
Rose explained. 

If the steel mills are supplied 
with enough scrap so that they can 
use about half scrap and half pig 
iron for melting they have a ca- 
pacity of about 90 million tons of 
steel a year, Rose said. He esti- 
mated that total production this 
year would be about five million 
tons less than capacity because of 
a shortage of scrap. As a means 
of bolstering output, he said, some 
steel mills have been _using the 


some raw iron ore into furnaces 
along with pig iron. 

Rose said in normal times there 
is plenty of scrap available through 
the established scrap metal indus- 
try. The rapid increase in produc- 
tion, however, has expanded the 
demand for scrap. 

The high mark of steel produc- 
tion in the boom year 1929, which 
was 63,200,000 tons, has been left 
far behind under the pressure of 
producing for war purposes, Rose 
said. It is imperative, he added, 
that all available scrap be collect- 
ed from homes, farms, shops, in- 
stitutions, factories and wherever 
it can be found, so that a stock 
pile of scrap may be accumulated 
to keep the steel mills going 
through the winter when collec- 
tion is more difficult. : 

The steel industry is expanding 

its producing plant as rapidly as 
possible, Rose continued. From 
Jan. 1, 1940, to July 1 this year the 
American steel industry construct- 
ed new plant facilities equal to 
the entire steel producing industry 
of Japan, he said. This expansion 
program is continuing but the rate 
is limited by availability of labor 
and materials, 
-The purchasing agents were 
asked to see that all scrap metal 
in their respective plants is at once 
started on its way to the mills. 
All worn out and obsolete ma- 
chinery and heavy metal equip- 
ment should be turned in for scrap, 
Rose said.

Red Star described the battle- 
field as a range of hills along a 
valley where the grass is turning 
yellow with the first chill of au- 
tumn and where the Terek River 
runs like a twisting ribbon down 
from the heights of the Caucasian 
Mountains. 


The midnight communique said 
eight German tanks were destroyed 
and more than 100 automatic rifle- 
men killed in one vain attack in 
the Mozdok area, 


Soviet artillery on the Leningrad 
front was credited with the de- 
struction of 19 Nazi blockhouses, 
10 dugouts and two field guns dur- 
ing the past three days. 


“Soviet snipers on this front 
have killed 200 Germans,” the com- 
munique said, “At the approaches 
to Leningrad three ME-109s' were 
brought down in air combat and 
by anti-aircraft fire.” 


Russian troops who recently 
seized the initiative in the Sinya- 
vino sector of the Volkhov front 
northwest of Moscow were credited 
with beating off a powerful Ger- 
man counterattack. 


“On this sector of the front,” 
the communique said, “Soviet air- 
men and anti-aircraft gunners 
shot down 10 German planes.” 


The midnight communique said 
a Nazi infantry brigade which at- 
tacked Russian lines on the south- 
ern outskirts of Stalingrad was re- 
pulsed after Red Army mortar 
crews and riflemen had cut down 
about a battalion of its men. 


“On another sector, after fierce 
fighting, the enemy occupied two 
streets,” the commuhique said. 
“One of our formations wiped out 
over 300 German officers and men, 
damaged 10 tanks and destroyed 
nine motor vehicles, three guns 
and seven machine guns.” © 


A dozen German planes, 18 
tanks and an artillery battery were 
among other equipment listed as 
destroyed. 


NAZIS CLAIM GAINS 
IN CENTER OF CITY 


BERLIN (From German broad- 
casts), Sept. 23 (AP).—Adolf Hit- 
ler’s headquarters said today that 
German troops had gained further 
ground_in the “center of Stalin- 
grad” notwithstanding obstinate re- 
sistance and maintained their at- 
tacks in the Caticasus. 

Russian counterattacks both at 
Stalingrad and within the Cau- 
casus were said to have collapsed. 
German bombers were reported to 
have damaged a floating dock and 
a freighter in a Caucasian harbor. 

“Northwest of Voronezh,” the 
high command said, “the enemy 
lost 25 tanks in the course of se- 
vere defensive fighting.” 

(It is in the Voronezh area, on 
the upper Don 300 miles northwest 
of Stalingrad, that the Russians 
have launched repeated diversional 
offensives against the German left 
flank.) : 

Without details, the German 
mand said that “our own loeal 
enterprises were followed up suc- 
cessfully” on the central and north- 
ern fronts. 

“Strong fighter squadrons at- 

tacked with destructive effect the 
supply depots and railway commu-

Meanwhile, the House farm bloc 
had joined in the drive to write 
higher agricultural parity prices 
into the  Obill, Representative 
Brown (Dem.), Georgia, proposing 
to insert in the measure an amend- 
ment reading, “Parity prices and 
comparable prices for any agricul- 
tural commodity shall be deter- 
mined as authorized by existing 
law but shall also include all farm 
labor.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
After taking into consideration the 
possibility that Billy Conn might 


dethrone Joe Louis as heavyweight 
champion—and arranging for a re- 
turn bout in that case—the two 
soldier sockers signed officially 
yesterday for their Oct. 2 bout in 
Yankee Stadium. 

The return match arrangements, 
however, provided a long argument 
before all details were ironed out. 
It finally was settled with Conn 
agreeing to make the first defense 
of his title—if he wins—against the 


Bomber, and that each would get 


30 per cent of the gate, provided 
they’re both out of the Army by 
that time. 

The argument preceding this 
agreement provided the only fire- 
works of an otherwise peaceful 
get-together in which the two 
heavyweights smiled prettily at 
each other, shook hands, and ex- 
changed a couple of “hya,. boy, 
how’s tricks” greetings. 

After that, they signed. Then 
Gen. John J.’ Phelan, the commis- 
sion chairman, announced the fis- 
tic fathers were waiving their 
rules concerning posting of for- 
feits and payment of fighters for 
the bout. Ordinarily, each princi- 
pal in a heavyweight title brawl 
in this State Must post a forfeit 
of $5000, guaranteeing his appear- 
ance.

BUND OFFICERS

Agreed With Kunze on

NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP).—

Under questioning, the witness 
added: “We all agreed with Kunze;

Luedtke, who has pleaded guilty 
and was testifying for the Govern- 
ment; asserted that. the meeting 
was held in Chicago, a few days 
before the Bund’s national conven- 
tion, and also attended by a ste- 
nographer, Anita Hintzmann. 

He testified that he had kept 
minutes of the meeting, but that 
they were now missing from a file 
cabinet at Bund offices.

In the final 
sequence the coat, stuffed with 
stolen money, is thrown from an 
airplane. It falls into a destitute 
Negro community where the money 
is divided among the devout by a 
singing parson while Robeson 
sings of new days coming, 

“I thought I could change the 
picture as we went along,” Robe- 
son said. “And I made some head- 
way. But in the end it turned out 
to be the sathe old thing—the 
Negro solving his problem by sing- 
ing his way to glory. 

“This is very offensive to my 
people. It makes the Negro child- 
like and innocent and is in the old 
plantation tradition.”

Adrift in Lifeboat for 32 Days 


Rescue Ship Changes Course, Comes on Crew

NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP). 

HE Herald Tribune, in a copy- 
Trigntea, dispatch from a West 

African port, said today that 18 
men from a torepdoed American 
freighter had been saved after hav- 
ing spent 32 days at sea subsisting 
only on concentrated foods. 


It was a “trick of fate,” the dis- 
patch said, for the Norwegian ves- 
sel which made the rescue, had 
changed its course by coincidence 
and came across the lifeboat in 
which 19 men had started put. One 
had died after a few days at sea. 
“Our captain was suspicious,” 
the Herald Tribune’s correspond- 
ent, John O’Reilly, aboard the res- 
cue vessel said. “Submarines yse 
life boats for decoys. But, as we 
circled off our course we could 
see men in the drifting boat. Piti- 
ful cries emanated from the craft. 
“‘How long have you been 
adrift?’ our captain shouted. 
“"Thirty-two days,’ a voice from 
the lifeboat replied.” 

The captain of the torpedoed 
ship was first brought over side. 
He immediately made for the 
bridge, formally arrounced his 
name and the name of his ship.

is cracking under the strain of psy- 
chological warfare; we would like 
to believe that the enemy’s eco- 
nomic structure is giving way un- 
der pressure of blockade; above 
all, we wold like to believe that 
our enemies can be bombed into 
submission, a process in which no- 
body would get killed except a few 
airmen. 

But these things are simply not 
so. Psychological warfare, the 
blockade and air attack all play 
great parts in the winning of this 
war, and none of them can be neg- 
lected; but none of them, nor all of 
them together, can be decisive. 

Man is neither a marine nor a 
flying animal. He lives and has 
his being on the surface of the 
earth; from the earth he draws his 
sustenance and there he has all 
his possessions, his hopes, his fu- 
ture.

duced consumption in non-essential places, which is a polite way, in 
total war, of saying England’s homes and those few factories still 


serving civilian needs. 

The Government has so far de- 
clined to face the storm of protests 
and obviously difficult administra- 
tive snarls which would follow 
compulsory rationing. Emphasis, 
instead, has been placed on a vol- 
untary savings campaign extend- 
ing from “save light” signs on ev- 
ery switch to lessened hot water 
for royal tubs. Appeals are ad- 
dressed to the citizenry to follow 
the King’s lead and cut fuel con- 
sumption 40 per cent in the homes, 
and use only three measures of hot 
water for every 15 previously used. 


It is still too early to say what 
results the voluntary appeal will 
have. They can only be known 
when colder weather arrives, but it 
should be pointed out that Eng- 
land’s people have risen remark- 
ably to other similar appeals when 
they felt the sacrifice really neces- 
sary. The problem now seems to 
be to convince them that this is 
required. The alternative is dras- 
tic compulsory rationing of fuel. 


Not Too Hopeful. 


The emphasis placed on the Gov- 
ernment’s savings campaign pro- 
vides tacit evidence, in itself, that 
officials are not too hopeful of in- 
creasing production appreciably. 

Certainly a tour of these Welsh 
valleys, radiating like fingers from 
the once-bustling docks of Cardiff 
—where one-sixth of Britain’s coal 
is produced and the industry’s 
problem most sharply outlined — 
supports the conclusion that: the 
gap must be closed by other means. 

Although current production and 
employment figures are suppressed 
for military reasons, officials have 
made no secret of their effort to 
impress the people and miners 
alike of the problem’s importance, 
with production now 250,000 tons 
weekly below requirements. If 
that ratio is maintained the an- 
nual deficit would amount to 13 
million. tons, 

A still darker aspect of this pic- 
ture is the fact that the decline 


has not yet been checked, and the 
output from established pits con- 
tinues downward. Optimists seized 
eagerly on the recent announce- 
ment that surface outcroppings 
now were supplying coal, but faf- 
ther down the column one read 
that 50 such workings are produc- 
ing only 60,000 tons weekly. This 
is helpful but not enough with win- 
ter coming on, when the weather 
will make surface mining more 
difficult, i¢ not impossible. 
Recriminations Begin. 

It is only natural that as the 
pinch begins to be felt, recrimina- 
tions should start. The miners are 
at fault, say some; others elect 
the owners for majority blame; the 
Government is the candidate of 
still a third group. As always, the 
truth lies somewhere in between 
these extremes. Britain, like many 
other countries, is awaking abrupt- 
ly to the long-standing social can- 
cers it overlooked or failed to rem- 
edy in the fuzzy period of the 
world’s thinking that followed the 
last war. 

Before what is happening today 
in these valleys can properly be 
evaluated, it is necessary to know 
some background. In the high 
point of the last war and the 
years immediately following, Brit- 
ain employed 1,250, men in its 
coal mines. By 1938, the last year 
for which figures are available, 
this was reduced to 800,000. There 
is good reason to believe that it is 
now an additional 100,000 smaller. 

Decreasing export markets, 
strikes and other difficulties re- 
duced coal production from a maxi- 
mum of 276 million tons annually

GRAVE CENSORSHIP PROBLEMS. | 
Although everyone agrees on the necessity for 


strictions is causing serious problems whose speedy 


solution is mandatory. 
For one thing, there is the action of our censors 


all references to American criticism of British poli- 
cies and actions ia India. Quotations from Ameri- 
can editorials and columns are being blue-penciled 
from the dispatches of foreign correspondents in 
this country, a member of the Post-Dispatch Wash- 
ington staff reported yesterday. 

It was the original understanding that there would 
be censorship of military information only, and 
no censorship of any opinion short of sedition. This, 
however, is clearly censorship of opinion, for political 
reasons. It is all the more confusing since British 
writers are free to criticise their Government's course 
in India, and marty are doing so. For the informa- 
tion of the British public, reports on the American 
attitude toward this problem, of grave concern to 
the United Nations as a whole, are clearly in order. 

This type of censorship is dangerous in that it 
interferes with mutual understanding between the 
people of the two countries. In this instance, it pre- 
vents the British public from knowing that there is 
a rising tide of opinion in this country that questions 
the course of their Government in handling the prob- 
lem of India. 

Another question about American censorship is 
raised by the official Canadian report on the Dieppe 
attack, That report was a frank and detailed 
account of the great attack, a straightforward sum- 
mary of facts limited only by military necessity. 
The report, a model of its kind, was so different 
from the variety issued in this country that compar- 
isons are inevitable. 

While the Canadian report on Dieppe gave enough 
facts to enable readers to grasp the development of 
the whole operation, Washington communiques are 
the barest of incomplete outlines. American corre- 
spondents are permitted to send eye-witness accounts 
of battle phases and accounts of individual exploits— 
all thrilling and interesting dispatches, it is true, 
but far from the over-all picture which the Canadian 
report presents. Not for weeks or months, if at all, 
has our Government permitted release of equivalent 
facts on operations by American forces. 

The Dieppe report told Canadians of shockingly 
high losses among their troops. Did this depress 
morale? On the contrary, a report from Ottawa by 
P. J. Phillips of the New York Times says: 

The result has been a suddeh quickening of 
interest in all sections of the public, not only in 

‘Canadian accomplishments, but also in the war 

as a whole.... The many stories of determined 
conduct under fire included in the frank account 
of the Dieppe raid have done immense good in 
building public confidence and demonstrating 
the value of such publicity. 

In failing to adopt a policy similar to the Canadian 
plan of full and frank news releases, of which the 
Dieppe report is only one example, we think Wash- 
ington gravely misjudges the temper of the Ameri- 
can public. 

Telling the facts to the people is the job Elmer 
Davis was supposed to do when he became head of 
the OWI. The public expected as much. Instead, 
Mr. Davis has evidently run up against a stone wall 
of bureaucratic opposition to letting the facts be 
known, 

Canadians have shown that they can take the bad 
news. Their spirits have been lifted since their 
Government began issuing the facts. Cannot our 
Government do as much? 

Similarly, Britons-have shown that they can take 
criticisms of their country’s policies, and can move 
to bring about reforms. They are entitled to know 
what Americans think of affairs in India. 

Lack of censorship over vital military information 
would be a serious danger in time of war. But an 
excess of censorship may also be a serious dan- 
ger. Cannot the White House intervene to stop the 
censorship excesses which are now having such a 
disturbing effect?

It not only establishes a discredited poll- 
ticlan in a nomination which makes his election 
almost inevitable, but it halts the congressional 
career of Representative Thomas H. Eliot after only 
one term.

made an excellent impression on Washington. More 
than that, his bold fight to expose the Dies Com- 
mittee has made him known in all pafts of the 
country.

the Solomons, How else, save by carrier, is land- 
based Jap aviation to be overcome? 

Since this country is showing in its shipyards 
today that it can build more than 1800 average-sized 
merchant ships in a year, it appears reasonable that 
it could include 200 carriers in that program. Japan 
could never undertake such a program. The York- 


town could carry as many as 100 planes, but the new | 


carriers could be built for only 30 or 40 planes each. 
That would avoid the “too many eggs in one basket” 
danger. The Navy would have a force of 8000 or so 
carrier-based planes. ‘They would be “expendable,” 
just as are the motor terpedo. boats and the destroy- 
ers. Some shipbuilders already have said they could 
turn out such carriers in a few months. 

If there is some objection to such a program, it 
would seem that the only other alternative would be 
to build carriers with a greater proportion of ton- 
nage devoted to armor and watertight compartments. 
In any event, it does not seem that the carrier will 
be counted out until land planes become far more 
powerful. 
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CABINET MEMBERS SHOULD GET TOGETHER. 

- The latest conflict in orders in Washington is on 
the matter of voting by members of the armed forces 
in the congressional election. Secretary of War Stim- 
son says it will not be feasible “in the vast majority 
of cases” for soldiers overseas to vote in November. 
Secretary of the Navy Knox says his department 
will make every effort to carry ballots to men in the 
Navy, the Marine Corps and the Coast Guard both 
within and outside the continental United States. 

This is the kind of thing on which Cabinet mem- 
bers obviously should get together in advance of 
public statements. Congress passed the soldiers’ 
voting law after weeks of deliberation. When the 
bill was signed by the President, it was clear ‘that 
the War and Navy departments would necessarily 
need to interpret and apply it to the best of their 
ability. Conflicting statements, which must event- 
ually be resolved one way or the other, only add 
to the confusion in the public mind. 
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THE TIRPITZ AND THE ARCTIC ROUTES. 

Dispatches from London report the German super- 
dreadnaught Tirpitz, sister ship of the ill-fated Bis- 
marck, patroling the Arctic sea routes to Russia un- 
der cover of Nazi warplanes. Aided by U-boats and 
planes, she is believed to be inflicting heavy dam- 
age on the convoys bound to Russia. 

Britain obviously must be depending on several of 
her biggest battleships, ho one of which is as 
powerful ag the Tirpitz, in the escorting of these 
convoys. It is interesting to note that the Nazis 
are using the “Tirpits only under the protection of 
land-based planes, so that they may attempt to 
achieve maximum results with minimum danger. 
They learned their lesson when the Bismarck went 
down. The British didn't legrn it until the Repulse 
and Prince of Wales were sunk off Malaya. 

But the Tirpitz faces many dangers—Russian sub- 
marines which hit her last July 9, and British forces 
which include aircraft carriers, submarines and 
several battleships. Thus the stage is set for another 
epic battle such as that which resulted in the blow- 
ing up of H. M. 8, Hood and the subsequent de- 
struction of the Bismarck. The wires may bring in 
a similar story at any hour. The stakes are high. 
The United Nations are determined to get aid to 
Russia, and Germany is desperately trying to stop 
that aid from arriving. 
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SEAPORTS ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 

An old dream of the Middle West is that of a water 
route from Chicago to the sea. It became something 
of a reality when small freighters carried foreign 
flags into Great Lakes ports as far as 1000 miles 
from the ocean by way of the St. sawrenee and the 
Welland Canal. 

But for the river cities it seemed destined to re- 
main nothing but a dream bécause of the shallow 
channel of the Mississippi, only nine feet deep at 
its best. So far as traffic from the north was con- 
cerned, there was the additional handicap of all 
the Chicago bridges, especially the huge railroad 
bridges,«which blocked the canal linking the lakes 
and the river as effectively as so many dams. 

These dams are now yielding to the pressure of 

ar. The Navy has decided to rebuild the bridges 
so that it can make year-around use of the Great 
Lakes shipyards, Even so, it will be necessary to 
tow larger vessels down the river on pontoons— 
hardly a practical way to move a freighter. 

Still, since one knot has been slashed, it is the 
more likely that the other will, sooner or later, also 
be cut. Natchez and Vicksburg, Memphis and St. 
Louis may yet be ports of call for the ships of the

9. The nation faces grave and 
stupendous financial problems, due 
in large part to the loose fiscal 
policies of the last decade, War 
has added its cost to pre-war ex- 
travagance. Grim burdens are be- 
ing imposed upon all of the people. 
From the frugality .of yesterday 
and the sweat of today they buy 
bonds and pay taxes, confronted at 
all times by the menace of infla- 
tion and the threat of repudiation. 
We shall do all within our power 
to meet the demand of the people 
that Government lighten the bur- 
den by insisting that non-defense 
spending be reduced to essentials. 
Activities by the Government 
which have lost their emergency 
character must be eliminated. Such 
taxes as are levied. upon people 
must be based upon the ability to 
pay and designed to conserve and 
not destroy. 


For Free Enterprise. 


10. American free-enterprise is 
the last hope of an embattled and 
bewildered world. It is the last 
hope of our economic salvation 
when conflict ends. We stand 
militantly opposed to any use of 
the war effort as an excuse for 
unwarranted encroachments on or 
restrictions upon free enterprise. 
The economic problems of the 
nation must be salved on a basis 
which is sound and fair to all. Na- 
tional character based on a regard 
for moral standards and spiritual 
values must be restored, but this 
cannot. be hoped for unless there 
is a complete return of intellectual 
‘honesty and absolute frankness on 
the part of those who are charged 
with the functioning of the Gov- 
ernment, both in carrying out their 
duties and their relationship with 
thé people of this nation.

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THE CRISIS OF OUR WAR 


HAT this column pointed out 
W: fortnight ago now is so 

glaringly in the open that it 
may as well be discussed without 
restraint. / 
We have reached the most dan- 
gerous point in this way—a point 
that can determine defeat or vic- 
tory, and on both fronts. We are 
fighting a war of coalition and the 
crucial question is the unity of 
the Allies. This is so well recog- 
nized by our enemies that sowing 
division amongst the Allies is the 
almost .exclusive strategy of their 
political warfare. 
It now is clear that there is an 
open conflict between the Anglo- 
American world and Russia.

N EVERY conflict between 

allies the question arises: Which 
is dissatisfied with the other and 
who is making demands on the 
other? 

Are we, in this case, asking any- 
thing of Russia? 

No. Russia’s resistance far sur- 
passes anything expected by any 
of the military commands. At this 
moment, Stalingrad is being de- 
fended inch by inch, behind kitch- 
en tables if nothing else.

Is Russia, in this terrific mo- 
ment, asking something of ys? 

Yes. She is asking that we at 
least divert from 30 to 40 divisions. 

Has she, during the last months, 
been encouraged to think that we 
would do this? 

Yes, she has been. This column 
pointed qut, at the time, the am- 
biguity in the phrase, “the urgent 
necessity of opening a second 
front this year,” with which the 
President in May summarized his 
conversation with Molotov. 

The ambiguity promised as much 
as it failed to promise; an inter- 
national: war of nerves was con- 
ducted on that basis; our own of- 
ficial propaganda to Europe and 
the world made the most of it; 
and that propaganda was noted by 
the people of Russia—thus bolster- 
ing their confidence and, at the 
same time, preparing for the most

HE same is true for all the 

peoples of Europe. And it 
must be said now and said as 
strongly as possible: We have got 
to stop playing fast and loose with 
peoples’ lives and peoples’ faith. 
This war is not a fight between 
political machines, to be conducted 
with smartness and shrewdness 
and the propaganda of “selling” 
tactics. This war is a matter of 
life and death for states, for na- 
tions, and for every individual. It 
requires the most scrupulous purity 
and honesty in its conduct. If we 
fake, and if we disillusion the 
masses of the people of this world, 
then God help us.

Are the Russians asking too 
much of us? Is it too much to 
divert 30 or 40 additional divisions?

to overcome the obstacles in the 
way. The*technical planning of 
the campaign is the secondary fac- 
tor. The prime question is: what 
must be accomplished, within a 
certain time. : 
We-—the Anglo-American forces 
—go at it in the opposite manner. 
The political leaders ask their mil- 
itary advisers: what we have and 
what we can do with it. Survey- 
ing their means of warfare, they 


project. Meanwhile, we give pub- 
licity to a tentative idea and then 
have to concentrate our propagan- 
da to our ourselves and the world 
on explaining our failures, 

Thus, this week the fact that we 
lost 67 per cent of the forces en- 
gaged on the Dieppe raid is pub- 
lished in order to justify our failure 
to open a second front, and our 
propaganda is directed not against 
our enemies but against our allies, 
the Russians, 

In the same manner we are 
forced to underline our shipping 
losses in order to explain to our 
allies and our own people why we 
are impotent. 

The effect on morale is devas- 
tating. We do not believe that the 
Anglo-American world is weak. 
And if it is weak, then this war 
is being badly conducted and badly 
organized. That is the reaction of 


the ordinary man.

E know that the Germans and 
Japanese are no supermen, 
that their industries are not supe- 
rior and that thé alignment of 
forces, if properly organized and 
used, is on our side, not theirs. 
And we don’t need experts to tell 
us why we are weak, but to organ- 
ize our strength. Above all, we are 
tired of being told one thing one 
day and another thing the next, as 
though the people of the Allied 
nations were the chief target of the 
“war of nerves.”

To a by no means detached ob- 
server of this war, it looks as 
though we had better start it—and 
start it over again. 

Start it by setting definite objec- 
tives to be accomplished in a defi- 
nite area of time; start it by estab- 
lishing a united command to 
accomplish these objectives; start 
St by stopping a system whereby 
every little detail has to be consid- 
ered by two or three committees; 
start it by having a political as

rines there with weapons in their 
hands. The Japanese have en- 
joyed complete mastery of the air 
over China for years, but they 
never have been able to hold a foot 
of Chinese territory except just so 
long as they could keep Japanese 
soldiers there in actual physical 
possession. Whenever and wher- 
ever those soldiers have been com- 
pelled to withdraw, the Chinese 
have come back, and the Japanese 
air power has not been able to pre- 
vent it. 

In Russia, it has been the same 
story. The Germans have con- 
quered the territory which they 
were able to occupy with ground 
troops; they are battering today at 
Stalingrad with infantry, artil- 
lery and armored troops because 
that is the only way to conquer 
Stalingrad and they know it. The 
British have air superiority in Af- 
rica, but they can beat Marshal 
Rommel only by destroying his 
a 


rmy. 
It is time to face these facts 
squarely, and to draw from them 


the lessons they teach for the fu- 


ture conduct of this war. We can- 
not win this war without air power; 
but ‘neither can we win it with air 
power alone. It is just as absurd 
for the air enthusiast to claim that 


him into submission. Every hope 
based on these ideas has proved 
illusory. If talk could win, Munich 
would have been a success for the 
democratic powers; if blockade 
could win, according to all the ex- 
perts Japan already would be on 
its knees; if bombing could win, 
the swastika would be flying over 
Malta at this moment, 

Our flag flies on Guadalcanal 
because armed soldiers put it there; 
it will fly over other enemy terri- 
tory under the same conditions. It 
does not matter how those soldiers 
may come to enemy territory, 
whether in ships, or in planes (as 
the Germans did to Crete) or in 
trains or trucks or on their own 
feet; but come there they must if 
they are to conquer. This is a war 
which will be won not by bright 
hopes or by anticipations of what 
the wars of the next century may 
be like; it will be won with the 
means now available, which we are 
prepared to produce in quantity 
within the next year, and it will be 
won in the last analysis by blood, 
sweat and tears—very largely by 
our own blood, sweat and tears— 
poured out without stint and with 
unfaltering resolution on many a 
hard-fought battlefield.

TREASURY REVISES RULES 
ON USE OF FROZEN FUNDS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
The Treasury has revised several 
regulations governings frozen funds 
of nationals of enemy countries or 
areas under enemy control, includ- 
ing a provision to permit over the 
counter sales of Government se- 
curities from blocked accounts. 
The revised regulations do not 
change existing rules governing 
such sales on national securities ex- 
changes. 

One amendment requires special 
licenses for the use of blocked 
funds in payment of Government 
obligations other than custom du- 
ties, taxes and fees, and at the 
same time eliminates the necessity 
of reports of some types of pay- 
ment of less than $1000. 

In some instances, the new rules 
no longer require reporting of pay- 
ments from the accounts of Ameri- 
can citizens who are in The Neth- 
erlands West Indies. At the same 
time, the Faroe Islands and the 
New Hebrides Islands are put un- 
der a general licensing arrange- 
ment.

‘/visedly—the external ear is‘ sub- 


ject to several diseases of an an- 
noying nature, but which do not 
threaten the sense of hearing. One 
of these is itching of the skin of 
the auditory canal. I suppose 
there are few people who are not 
troubled with this to a certain de- 
gree. It is due to ringworm in- 
fection, and any solution which 
contains alcohol applied on cotton 
pledgets will give relief. 
x * ® 

THE APPLICATION should be 
done by a doctor who can see with 
an illuminating mirror because the 
ringworm is likely to occur in 
spots and patches, but most of us 
just put a pledget moistened with 
some sort of solution, such as equal 
parts of boric acid and alcohol, 
and find the results quite good. 

In order to prevent recurrence 
keep the ear dry. Water is the 
worst thing for an itching of the 
external ear. It is not always 
easy during your ablutions to keep 
water out, but by a little ingenuity 
it can be done. 

Another feature about it is the 
extreme chronicity and tendency 
to recur. Once you have an itchy 
ear you must expect it to recur 
over and over again, But the same 
treatment' is as good the second 
time as the first. 

Wax in the ear or a foreign body 
in the ear are conditions which are 
not quite so simple as they appear 
at first. In fact at timeg the ac- 
cumulation of wax in the ear may 
strain the -resources of the most 
accomplished ear surgeon. 

x * 


THE WAX MAY be packed s0 
tight as to leave the patient entirely 
deaf. Removing the wax with the 
aid of a speculum and a curette 
may cause great pain in which 
case syringing the ear with warm 
water to soften the tissues and the 
wax may have to be carried out for 
hours until the effort is rewarded 
with success. 

Foreign bodies get in the ear in 
ways that are quite as mysterious 
to the victim as the surgeon. 
Adults who scratch their ears may 
leave bits of matches, gauze, cot- 
ton pledgets, applicators and so 
forth, 

But the most astonishing objects 
are what children get in their ears. 
Peas, marbles, live insects, which 
make terrifying noises are all on 
the list. The child will not always 
tell about the accident but if a child 
begins to cough, think of the ear.

‘ Thousands of Women Hold 
Government Jobs and 
Many More Are Needed— 
New Book Tells Procedure 
for Obtaining Positions 


THERE ARE MANY KINDS OF JOBS FOR WOMEN 


OPEN IN GOVERNMENT SERVICE. THIS GIRL IS A 
SPANISH-PORTUGUESE TRANSLATOR IN THE DEPART-* 
MENT OF COMMERCE. 


F YOU are a woman of almost 
a age and any type of specific 
training, you may be qualified 
to be a G-girl. Not a feminine 


counterpart of a G-man, ferreting 
for clews, gunning for criminals, 
and proving that crime doesn’t pay 
for long,-the G-girl leads a less 
glamorous but jist as important 
a life. She is the woman Govern- 
ment employe who is serving the 
war effort by working in Govern- 
ment offices, factories, laboratories, 
hospitals, and radio stations. She 
is part of an ever-increasing army 
of behind-the-lines civilians who, 
working at desks and switchboards, 
drafting tables and comptometers, 
in kitchens and arsenals, supply 
the armed forces with the things 
they need to go fighting. 

“Needed— Women in Govern- 
ment Service” by Dickey Meyer, 
aviatrix-journalist-photographer, is 
a sort of guide to G-girl jobs, a 
newly published book that tells of 
jobs now open to women with par- 
ticular stress on openings that 
must be filled immediately. Re- 
quirements, procedure for getting 
jobs, and how and where additional 
training may be received, are all 
outlined by Miss Meyer, inter- 
spersed with true stories of women 
who progressed from _ clerkships 
and stenographic posts to import- 
ant jobs in every field from plane 
designing to public relations. 

All G-girl jobs are obtained 
through the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, a body “as politically neutral 
as a bar of soap and as national 
as a postage stamp”, and the va- 
riety of jobs offered is unbelievably 
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wide. Much publicity has been 
given to the shortage of nurses 
and stenographers at the present 
time, but there is almost as acute 
a shortage of women workers in 
all other positions, 

Radio operators, for example. 
There aren’t many of them. but 
radio operation is one non-manu- 
facturing .field where women’s 
small hands and light touch are 
invaluable. The same sense of 
rhythm which makes a girl a good 
dancer may also make her a good 
radio operator wherever the ‘dot- 
dash’ code is used. Also, well- 
modulated women’s voices carry 
with greater clarity through static 
than does a man’s. If you're a be- 
ginner in radio, you can start your 
study at tuition-free classes of the 
American Women’s Voluntary Serv- 
ices, and train further in National 
Youth Administration classes. 

War demands have also created 
unusual opportunities for women 
chemists. Navy yards, arsenals, 
and Government laboratories are 
employing women in chemical 
work, just what work the world 
will never know until after the 
war, as the job on which they’re 
now working is a military secret. 

The title “Engineering Drafts- 
man” sounds formidable enough, 
but don’t let it frighten you into 
thinking a woman can’t be a 
draftsman. She can and, collect- 
ively speaking, she is. Uncle Sam 
has several hundred draftswomen 
today and needs many thousands 
more. There are two roads open 
to women who want to do this 
work. First, the  tuition-free

Five pounds~-Italian prunes

four cups corn syrup and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. 

Select sound, firm prunes which 
are barely ripe. Wash and prick 
each one with a sharp fork in two 
or three places, to prevent burst-

syrup and salt into a large kettle. 
Cover, bring to a boil and boil 
slowly for about 10 minutes, or 
until prunes are soft. Pack prunes 
while hot into hot, sterile jars, 
allowing about 18 prunes to a 
quart.

‘ syrup to within one-half inch of 


the top. Put on jar rubbers and 
seal jars, screwing lids down tight 
and then releasing one-fourth inch, 
or fastening top bail only if bail- 
type lids are used. Place jars on 
a rack in a boiling-water bath 
(water should. cover jars to depth 
of one inch) and process for 10 
minutes, counting time from mo- 
ment when water resumes boiling. 
Remove from processing kettle, 
complete seal, and invert to cool, 
Store in a cool, dark, dry place. 
Makes 3 quarts.

Many women have pioneered 
their way into jobs previously not 
held by women, There is Fern 
Blodgett, the 22-year-old former 
insurance stenographer, who today 
is the radio operator on a freight- 
er plying from England to this 
continent and back; Kay Porter, 
the War Department’s first girl 
radio engineer, who attended a 
radio school in Texas which had 
never before had a woman stu- 
dent; Joy Bright Hancock, chief 
of editorial research for the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics in the Navy 
Department, who came to work for 
the department as a typist. 


Besides all this, there are the 
many routines jobs available to 
the many girls trained for them. 
There are stenographic jobs avail- 
able to any Kitty Foyle who can 
type 35 words a minute and take 
dictation at 96 words a minute; 
jobs for telephone operators, tele- 
type operators, mailwomen, and 
foot messengers. 

Besides the girl behind the type- 
writer, and the girl with a mes- 
sage, there is the girl behind the 
filing cabinet, who has an excel- 
lent opportunity to work up from 
file clerk to librarian. There are 
jobs for nurses, dietitians, nutri- 
tionists, teachers. The payroll of 
teachers alone has lengthened five- 
fold since Pearl Harbor. There is 

need for personnel workers, 
translators, and public relations 
women. 

There are even needlework jobs, 
for women to sew on airplane 
fabric, to work in the manufacture 
of uniforms, the making of nylon 
and silk parachutes, the sewing 
of canvas targets. The fact that 
you’ve never made a canvas target 


before needn’t discourage you; one 
woman. thus employed earned her 


first few dollars applying lace and. 


ribbons to baby caps. 


Since the Civil Service Commis- 
sion controls all government jobs, 
the best way to go around getting 
one is, first, to decide for your- 
self into what classification of 
worker you fall, typist or tele- 
phone operator, seamstress or en- 
gineer, dietitian oor translator. 
Then write to Washington or make 
a personal call on the local repre- 
sentative of the Civil Service Com- 


mission, in St. Louis, located in the 


Federal Building, 1114 Market 
street, and ask what examinations 
are open for the kind of worker 
you believe yourself to be. 


If you do rot meet the require- 
ments of any examinations open 
at the time you mak ask the Com- 
mission to notify you when an 
examination in your field is next 
announced. This is best done by 
a letter to Washington, typewrit- 
ten if possible, giving all the vital 
statistics of your training, any spe- 
cial interests or knowledge, and 
information about your physical 
condition. In due time you will be 
given a fair examination, graded, 
and listed. 


There are G-girl jobs available 
in every part of the country, as 
well as Washington, D. C., and, 
should any prospective government 
workers fear Washington’s hectic 
living conditions, the author gives 
the encouraging news that hous- 
ing, food, and transportation prob- 
lems there are being solved rap- 
idly. As for the chances of joining 
the army of the G-girls, she con- 
cludes, “Chances are good. They 
have been good for some months 
and they'll be good for a long time 
—but they’ll never be any better 
than they are right now.”

East would win and 
return the heart queen. Long be- 
fore declarer could get a heart dis- 
card on one of dummy’s suits, 


West would regain the lead, anda . 


third heart play would settle the 
matter, with two heart tricks and 
the ace-king of trumps inevitably 
going to the defenders. Thus, the 
redoubled contract would have 
been down 400 points. 


Even in actual play, however, 
the contract should have been set. 
West opened his fourth highest 
-heart. East won with the ace and 
promptly made the logical shift to 
a trump. Unfortunately, however, 
when West captured this trick 
with the king, he did not know 
where to look for the setting trick. 
Knowing that declarer had _ the 
heart king (from East’s play of 
the ace) West felt that there was 
no use looking to the heart suit 
for any more tricks and, therefore, 
made a desperate shift to a club. 


Declarer won in his own hand 
and knocked out West’s remaining 
diamond stopper. Now it didn’t 
matter what West returned. Ac- 
tually, he shifted to the spade 
queen. Declarer won, drew trumps, 
and then easily ruffed out the club 
suit for the needed heart discard. 


Obviously enough, if West, after 
taking his first diamond trick, had 
continued with hearts, South’s king 
would have been driven out and 
the defenders still would have been 
able to collect a heart for the set- 
ting trick.
